The Rating Problem 

What is the realistic approach to this 
problem?

Principles for Merit Rating 

First, there is no question that school 
systems already have the basis for merit 
rating. Teachers should be paid in ac- 
cordance with the quality of their 
training and the growth achieved 
through their teaching experience. To 
treat all alike for pay purposes is nei- 
ther moral. A primary 
step then is to really pay teachers in 
terms of the quality of their training 
and experience. This would mean that 
all teachers should not start at the 
same salary. It would also mean that 
teachers would advance salary-wise de- 
pending upon their over-all effectiveness 
and professionalism

Physical Facilities 

The need for new 
in recent years has put the superintend 
ent’s time and attention under severe 
pressures. In fact, the planning of the 
physical plant with the attendant busi 
ness demands may be one of the chief 
reasons that administrators have had 
little time left for direct concern with 
the instructional program. Since plant 
planning and management claims so 
much of his time, the superintendent 
may as well accept this function as the 
vehicle for serving the cause of educa 
tion, It is not a primary contact for 
him with the instructional program, but 
it is eminently important in the total 
requirements of a successful educational 
program 


building facilities 


The function of planning or designing 
a school building is a technical one that 
requires the assistance of many people. 
The superintendent can serve the in- 
structional program by providing the 
opportunities for teachers to express 
their needs in classroom arrangement 
Building plans without the help of 
those who must do the day-to-day teach 
ing can easily omit some opportunities 
for service to the instructional program. 

In administering the existing school 
plant, the superintendent might keep 
petty regulations at a minimum and 
serve the instructional program by re- 
ducing teacher irritations. An example 
of this might be the rigid regulations 
with respect to turning off lights and ad 
justing window shades at the expense of 
attention to the teaching-learning situa 
tion. The superintendent, further, can 
serve the classroom activities by reduc 
ing classroom interruptions which orig 
inate in environmental 
plumbing repairs or the 
consideration of site selection, 

The scheduling of the use of the 
various plant facilities can provide more 
peaceful days for the teachers and more 
effective learning hours for the pupils. 
The provision of instructional supplies 
in the kind and amount that will best 
serve the learning program is a meri 
torious service to be rendered by ad- 
ministration, There are many instances 
in which the availability of instructional] 
supplies might better serve the purposes

Personnel 


he administration of school person 
nel is one of the most important func 
tions of the superintendent. This 
function often is performed without 
direct contact with the classroom activ 


ities. In the selection and assignment 
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of teachers, position descriptions need 
to be developed and personnel specifica- 
tions stated. The superintendent who 
is careful to place each teacher in an 
assignment within the area of compe- 
tence may be a better help to an im- 
proved instructional program than the 
one who makes classroom 
visitations. It is not that classroom visi- 
tation is a less worthy activity, but 
rather that the superintendent’s time 
seldom is available in the amount that 
would make such visitations a positive 
influence in the improvement of in 
struction. 


spasmodic 


The superintendent can perform an 
excellent service in developing an in- 
duction or orientation program for new 
staff members. Such a program must 
involve the assistance of many teach- 
ers and lay people in the community. 
rhe initiation and co-ordination of the 
program falls within the area of re- 
sponsibility of the superintendent. 

The superintendent is responsible for 
making the appropriate provisions for 
the in-service development program. It 
is a wise superintendent who uses 
school-centered problems as the central 
focus of in-service development. The 
important thing here is that the super- 
intendent provides a consistent follow- 
through on the decisions made in a 
co-operative manner. A part of the in- 
service program might well be that of 
appraisal of the educational program 
and ef the various factors involved in 
that program. An approach of this type 
to the improvement of classroom in- 
struction, or in other instances, keeps 
the superintendent somewhat removed 
from the actual classroom activities. He 
would be performing, however, the 
service which properly falls to his office 
and for which he may find the time to 
serve. In this instance the emphasis 


definitely is on leadership as opposed 
to classroom inspection. 


Community Relations 


The position of the superintendent is 
such that the people in a community 
place upon him an inordinate amount 
of expectations. In this area the super 
intendent can serve best by providing 
leadership in the co-ordination of com- 
munity expectations and school services 
No one is in a better position to report 
the trend of thinking in the community 
to the professional school staff than is 
the superintendent. On the other hand, 
no one is in a better position than the 
superintendent to interpret to laymen 
the purposes and programs of the 
school. It is through the efforts of the 
superintendent that there can be de 
veloped a continual increase in the 
personal contacts between school em 
ployees and laymen. 


Policies 


The board of education looks to the 


superintendent for leadership in the 
development of policies which will give 
direction to all aspects of the school 
operation. Policies can provide system- 
wide orderliness. Here again the super 
intendent can serve the cause of class- 
room instruction by providing the 
teachers and other personnel with a set 
of written policies which afford a sense 
of security. The superintendent 
forms an excellent service 
causes the school to be administered 
with consistency of decision under 
stated policies. If policy making is to 
be shared with all people who are to 
be involved under the policy, he has 
an important task of providing accept 
able channels of communication. The 
flexibility that can characterize an 
operation involving many people can 
be developed if the limits of autonomy 
in each area of operation are defined, 
stated, and made known to all involved. 

The above functions, as well as many 
others, will fall to the lot of the super- 
intendent. These and many others will 
be somewhat removed from the direct 
contact with the instructional activities 
of the classroom. The functions, how- 
ever, are essential to the successful 
operation of an educational program. 

In meeting the requirements of these 
functions, the superintendent well might 
appraise periodically his own personal 
characteristics and performances. We 
do not know, as yet, all of the changes 
that take place in the person as _ his 
years of administrative responsibilities 
accumulate. He needs time to study his 
own responsibilities, the research relat- 
ing to those responsibilities, and the 
opinions of others who have accepted 
similar responsibilities. 

The superintendent needs to be 
cautious in taking advantage of those 
aspects of his position which, to others, 
may be viewed as personal conveniences, 
i.e., expense money to conventions, a 
rug on the office floor, adequate filing 
cabinets, a radio that might be pressed 
into use for the World games, 
flexible office hours, and other apparent 
advantages which may cause a loss of 
mutual respect between the administra 
tor and the administered 

The administrator is and must always 
be the servant of the instructional pro 
gram. The pressures of his office may 
remove him so far from classroom activ- 
ities that he, at times, may feel that 
he is no longer in the educational pro- 
fession. It is to be hoped that he can 
keep a perspective of all the require 
ments of an educational program so that 
he can see his administrative duties as 
one of the very essential factors. Yet 
he must not make administration an end 
in itself. With this perspective 
provide important leadership in the

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1. We Talk of Money 


Money does not grow on trees. This 
trite, overworked expression, popular 
with frustrated parents and irate hus 
bands, contains a simple economic fact 

Money in its original state represents 
the fruit of someone’s productive labor. 
True wealth, as 
money as 


distinguished from 
a mere medium of exchange 
does not come into being in any other 
manner. Capital is the result of savings 
In other words, if all the fruits of 
productive labor were immediately ex 
pended, there would be no capital to 
form a reservoir for continued produc 
tive investment 

Money can be created through othe 
means. One form is that of flat money 
constituted by executive decree. It also 
can be generated through loose fiscal 
policy or as a result of deliberate gov 
ernmental action. 

The result of all these last three 
courses is inflation accompanied by a 
debasement of the monetary 
exchange. Inflation, always _ slightly 
pleasant in its early stages, is the 
cruelest thing that can happen to the 
thrifty, the aged, the pensioner 
the holder of an insurance policy. Here 
in the United States, while we have not 
experienced in recent years the uncon- 
trolled inflations which were seen in 
Germany and elsewhere, we have wit 
nessed the sad plight of people who live 
on fixed having one half of 
the purchasing power of that income 
wiped out

thority by the local board 

A significant decision relating to this 
phase of school board operations was re 
cently handed down in the Superior Court 
of Pennsylvania.' 


Facts of the Case 


At the time of her application for a 
“general working certificate the issu 
ance of which would have exempted her 
from the Pennsylvania compulsory attend 
ance requirement Evelyn Mae Mellinger 
was between 16 and 17 years of age and 
had completed the tenth grade in school 

The application was filed in proper 
form, having attached thereto the proof 
of age, promise of employment, parents 
consent, and record of physical examina- 
tion required by applicable statutes 

The application was refused because it 
“did not come within the work 
policy” adopted by the Warwick 
school district 

Thereupon, suit was instituted to compel 
the proper school officials of the district 
to issue the requested certificate. The court 
below directed the issuance of the certifi 
cate. This appeal followed

The Issues 


The fundamental issue in this case was 
stated by the court as follows: “In the

Findings of the Court 


The court first pointed out that the 
basic work permit policy adopted by the 
Warwick district read as follows Chil 
dren are to attend school until their 17th 
birthday before they may be issued a 
work permit.” There were four exceptions 
to this general rule, all of which were ex 
pressly stipulated in the policy statement 
Apparently none of the exceptions 
applicable in the present case 

The opinion then noted that two statutes 
were pertinent in the present instance; the 
compulsory attendance sections of the Pub 
lic School Code, and the 
visions relating to the 
ployment certificates 

With regard to the compulsory attend- 
ance aspect of the case, the existing en 
actments set forth that school attendance 
was compulsory with some exceptions, un- 
til the age of 17 years — unless the child 
held a certificate of graduation from a 
regularly accredited senior high school 
One of the exceptions related to children 
who had attained the age of 16 years 
who were “regularly engaged in any useful 
and lawful employment or service during 
the time the public schools are in session 
and who |held| an employment certificate 
issued according to law... .” 

With regard to the issuance of employ 
ment certificates, the pertinent provisions 
provided that such certificates “shall” be 
issued only by certain school officials. The 
official authorized “shall not” issue a cer- 
tificate until he had received, examined, 
approved, and filed certain enumerated 
papers—-all of which, the court com- 
mented, had been duly presented in the 
case at bar 

“Our consideration of the two statutes 
in question,” the opinion went on, “leads 
us to the conclusion that they evidence a 
policy on the part of the legislature to 
promote uniformity throughout the Com- 
monwealth.” It was significant, the court 
felt, that in connection with some of the 
exceptions to the compulsory attendance 


were 


statutory pro 
issuance Of em 


requirement, regulations were to be pre- 
scribed by, and at the discretion of, the 
State Council of Education or the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, ie., at the 
State level. “On the other hand,” it con- 
tinued, “[the exception] which refers to 
a child of sixteen years holding an em- 
ployment certificate, does not provide for 
the exercise of any discretion in the 
issuance thereof, certainly not on the part 
of the local school board.” 

Turning to the statute controlling the 
issuance of employment certificates, the 
opinion held: “{The| language used nega- 
tives any intention to permit discretionary 
interpretation by local school officials. The 
word ‘shall’ is used throughout the statute 
and it is generally to be regarded as im- 
perative [It] is apparent that the 
several sections lof the statute] use 
the word in the mandatory sense. The 
conditions under which employment cer- 
tificates are to be issued are carefully 
prescribed, and when these conditions are 
complied with, the certificate ‘shall’ be 
issued,” 

“Our conclusion is that the Legislature 
did not intend to give local school districts 
discretionary power to withhold a general 
employment certificate in the case of a 
sixteen year old child who has met the 
statutory requirements. To hold otherwise 
would destroy the uniformity throughout 
the Commonwealth which we believe the 
Legislature intended. We agree with the 
court below that the directors of the War- 
wick Union School District were acting 
beyond the scope of their authority when 
they enunciated a work permit policy ap- 
plying to children over sixteen years of 
age.’ 


Significance of the Case 


It would appear that the following legal 
principles were pertinent in this case 

First: When the statutes applicable to a 
matter requiring local school board action 
evidence a legislative policy to promote 
uniformity throughout a jurisdiction, the 
courts will not permit local boards to 
exercise any discretion with regard to that 
action 

Second; When a legislative enactment 
provides that specific compulsory attend- 
ance regulations are to be prescribed by 
and at the discretion of, the State Depart 
ment of Education, or the State 
tendent of Public Instruction — i.e 
State level such an enactment is ev 
idence of a legislative intent to promote 
uniformity throughout the State with re- 
gard to such regulations 

Third: The use of the 
when used throughout a statute, is gen 
erally to be regarded as imperative, to 
negate any discretionary interpretation by 
local school officials, and to make manda- 
tory any related local board action 

Fourth: When the conditions under 
which employment certificates are to be 
issued are carefully prescribed by statute 
the issuance of such certificates become 
mandatory once the prescribed conditions 
are complied with.

The Classroom Wing 


On the second floor of the main wing 
are located science classrooms and labora 
tories, including one double, general sci 
ence room which is divisible by folding 
partitions for lectures or which iy be 
opened into a double facility for showing 
of films, filmstrips, or slides 

In addition to standard classroon the 
classroom wing includes special facilities 
for home economics, art, crafts, commerce 
and co-operative occupational education 

In home economics, two identical lab 
oratory rooms are located on either side 
of a dining room. The laboratory rooms 
are equipped for both foods and clothing 
classes 

Bilateral lighting is a feature of the 
classroom wing. Since most of the direct 
light comes from the north through large 
window walls, no blinds will be used in 
the classroom wing. Lighting from the 
south is diffused by single-loaded corridors

Written Statements of Policy 


One of the characteristics of the super 
intendency (or supervising principalship 
or district principalship) is the “honey 
moon” period, that first year or two when 
a board and its newly hired executive work 
together harmoniously and everything 
seems to go right 

After long service, during which a board 
relies more and more on its chief executive 
may come a period when issues arise, and 
a board shows a tendency to make more 
and more of the decisions. This pattern is 
not an unfamiliar one when there are no 
adopted written statements of policy 

Over a period of years, the chief admin 
istrator becomes the educational spokes 
man, not only for the community but, to 
the community.

Equipment and Materials Required 
The equipment required for cleaning and

Materials and procedures for maintaining 
rubber floors are simple and uncompli 
cated, but they should be strict idhered 
to if the floor is to give satisfactory per 
formance. The only cleaning materials 
which should ever be used are clean, cold 
water (applied sparingly with a dampened 
mop), an approved cleaning solution and 
an approved wax. Oils, grease veeping 


compounds containing oil, or treated mops 


should never be used nor should gasoline 
kerosene, naphtha, or other solvents be 
resorted to for removing spots from the 
floor. Never paint, varnish, lacquer or 
shellac a rubber floor 

While rubber flooring i isually not 
susceptible to indentation, it is advisable 
to follow these few simple precautions
